forth in these lectures is that 
the United States must deal with 


the world in terms of hard real- 
ity, not in terms of what it 
wishes the world to be like.. 
He deplores what he consid- 
ers an excessive reliance on the 
United Nations as an instrument 
of United States policy and 
warns against what he calls an 
American “yearning for rela- 
tions from people to people, un- 
marred by the pernicious inter- 
ference of governments” when, 
in fact, he says, there is no way 
for people to speak to people 
except through their govern- 
ments. 

Kennan also argues that the 
business of goverhiment “is a 
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practical exercise and not a 
moral one.” 

The trouble with liberation, as 
it was talked about in the 1952 
political campaign by Dulles, 
Kennan contends, without men- 
tioning Bulles by name, is that 
it indicated that the United 
States would use war to liberate 
the captive countries. 

“The reaction of Soviet power 
from its present bloated and un- 
healthy limits is essential to the 
stability of world relationships,” 
Kennan says. “To bring it about 
must be a cardinal aim of West- 
ern policy. 

Many Meanings. 

“But the term ‘liberation’ can 
mean many things. It is one of 
those vague cliches the very 
currency of which depends on 
their imprecision. And as the 
term is most frequently used in 
this come and particularly by 
those who regard themselves as 
its rele protagonists, it 
seems to me to have two main 
implications. 

“First, it implies the violent 
overthrow of Soviet power in 
either all or a portion of the 
Soviet orbit. Second, it implies 
that this overthrow should con- 
stitute an active aim of Western, 
and particularly American, pol-

What this table shows is very clear. Missouri's 
rate of gain is so small ag to be nowhere near 
the national rate of gain. Missouri's neighbors 
all fall far below ‘the national increase rate, 
while three of them have lost population since 
April, 1950—lowa, Kefitacky and Arkansas. 

This relative loss of population is a regional 
problem and it should be so attacked by the 
Governors of Missouri and. the surrounding 
states. Each state needs to inventory its own 


. situation. Then the findings, state by state, can 


be put together to see what can be done region- 
ally to attract industry and other occupational 
opportunities to hold the people. 

But whatever its neighbors do, Missouri can- 
not afford to sit by and watch its influence 
diminish. This state saw its House delegation 
in Congress cut from 13 to 11 by the 1950 census. 
It will- be cut still further in 1960 unless the 
problem is grappled with and solved, in at 
least a measure, in the years immediately ahead.

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Kamikaze Act 

By every test that can be rationally applied 
this side of the sixteenth century, Clifford P. 
Case of New Jersey, until recently head of the 
Ford Foundation’s Fund for the Republic, is out- 
standing among the Republican party's nominees 
for the Senate in the November election.

It has sent to Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon a letter calling for a special commit- 
tee of Republican leaders to determine “whether 
Mr. Case can win. . . . ” Continues this letter: 


Such a study would bear out the commit- 
tee’s conviction that unless Mr. Case is re- 
placed immediately, the New Jersey Senate 
seat and perhaps a few House seats will be 
lost by the Bisenhower Administration be- 
cause of the weaknéss of Case as a candidate. 


Actually what the letter seems to mean is.that 
there are Old Guard die-hards in New Jersey 
who would rather lose the Senate seat to a Dem- 
ocrat than see it won by a progressive, forward- 
looking Republican. Fortunately the Democratic * 
nominee is an able House member with a con- 
structive record, Charles R. Howell. If the Re- 
publican command will hold out against this

It is just as well that Chicago University’s 
Prof. Nelson Foote went all the way to Rome 
before dropping that remark about American 
husbands doing just about all the family labor 
except child-bearing and sewing—-and that they 
might be sewing if the art were: not in eclipse.

If the 
Communist assault should miraculous- 
ly vanish—as of course it won’t—we 
can look for new pressures to develop 
almost immediately.

We will keep up a strong garrison. 
We will spend a large part of our wealth 
on arms. We will try to reduce the 
pressure a little by feeding the hungry 
hordes outside the walls. (The Romans 
called this Tribute to the Goths.) 

If we are smart enough, we can keep 
some allies. If we will let them, our 
diplomats may be able to divert the 
pressure for a while and to keep poten- 
tial enemies from ganging up on us. 


Despair Follows Disappointment 
But we cannot reasonably expect them 


.to produce a permanent settlement with- 


in our lifetimes. The arithmetic is all 
against them. Even the wisest states- 
men can hardly hope to negotiate 
peace with the explosion of world 
population now well under way. 

Biology might well point out that 
nature always finds a way—usually 
drastic—to restore the balance when-

history when over-population threatens 
to become intolerable. I am reluctant 
to accept these grim arguments.

Political Issue, 

Folding the line on the politi- 
eal side means denying recogni- 
tion to the Chinese Communists 
and, as far as possible, isolating 
them from normal diplomatic 
contacts with other nations. This 
is ee increasingly diffi- 
cu 

Britain recognized Red China 
fin January, 1950, a month after 
China’s Nationalist government 
had fled to Formosa. Many oth- 
er nations have followed suit. 
Britain so far has avoided the 
logical consequence of its recog- 
nition policy—backing Red 
China to succeed Nationalist 
China in the United Nations— 
by a series of stalls. These were 
made possible by the fact that 
until a year ago Red China was 
at war with the U.N. member- 
ship in Korea. ‘ 

In the forthcoming assembly 
session, however, Russia will 
plead the case of Communist 
China, which—like the Soviet 
Union itself—has been making 
the motions of peace and dis- 
pensing good will on all sides— 
except toward the United States 
for many months. It will be 
harder for’ Dulles to hold the 
line against Red Chinese mem- 
bership than it was for Secre- 
tary of State Acheson in former 
years. 

Economic Aspects. 

On the economic side, the 
United States and its Allies are 
as divided as they are over the 
political issue of recognition and 
U.N. membership. American of- 
ficials say the major purpose of 


‘the United States in the eco- 


nomic field is to deny China 
access to raw materials or goods 
which would build up the Chi- 
nese economy and strengthen 
the power of the Communist 
government. To this end the 
United States wants to maintain 
its complete embargo on trade 
with Communist China. 

Britain, however, is loosening 
trade restrictions with the whole 
Communist bloc of nations. The 
pressures through western 
Europe favor greater trade with 
the Reds everywhere. The 
American policy of economic 
isolation of Red China will be 
no more effective than the poli- 
cy of diplomatic quarantine un- 
less means can be found to get 
the Allied nations to co-operate. 

Many British conservative 
leaders reportedly disagree in 
private, but much political and 
popular sentiment in Britain to- 
day seems to hold that the 
United. States ought to drop 
-Chinese Nationalist Leader 
Chiang Kai-shek, pull. the 
Seventh Fleet out of Formosa 
strait and let the Reds take 
over the strategic island of For- 
mosa. So long as present cir- 
cumstances exist in the Far East 
the United States seems unlike- 
ly ever to take any,such action. 

Two Rejected Policies. 

Apart from this hold-the-line, 
middle-of-the-road policy which 
the United States is now follow- 
ing, there are two other policies 
which it could theoretically fol- 
low. but which it has re

Nationalists and the Commvu- 
nists pretty much the same, 
though officially supporting 
Chiang-Kai shek's government. 
This led at the end of 1945 to 
the. decision of President Tru- 
man to send neral George 
Marshall to Ch to try to 
merge the two belligerent fac- 
tions into a single unified Chi- 
nese government. Marshall 
failed in mission though he 
used great skill and many pres- 
sures to achieve a solution. At 
one time he stopped all aid to 
Chiang from the United States.. 

Two years later, in 1948, after 
the United States had learned 
from bitter experience how the 
Reds took over coalition govern- 
ments in Europe, Marshall as 
Secretary of State completed 
the notable reversal in Ameri- 
can policy toward China. He in- 
structed the United States em- 
bassy there that the United 
States would not aid any Chi- 
nese government that included 
Communists. : 

The presence of American 
forces in the Formosa strait is 
the result of another reversal 
of American policy. In early 
1950 President Truman and 
Secretary of State Acheson de- 
cided the United States would 
not fight to prevent the Reds 
from taking Formosa. The 
struggle between Chiang and 
the Reds was written off as a 
civil war in which the United 
States would not become in- 
volved. 


Decision to Send Fleet. 

That policy collapsed after 
the Korean war began. Truman 
and Acheson then decided that 
Formosa could not be permitted 
to fall into unfriendly hands. 
Truman oraered the Seventh 
fleet to go in and neutralize the 
island—prevent either the Reds 
or the Nationalists from attack- 
ing the other. 

When President Eisenhower 
made his first State-of-the-Union 
message to Congress in January, 
1953, he modified the Truman 
policy ta the extent—as it was 
poodle, put—of “unleashing” 
Chiang Kai-shek. He said that 
Chiang could attack the Comniu- 
nists but that if the Communists 
attacked Chiang the United 
States would defend him. 

One of the great arguments 
which has revolved around the 
China problem. is whether the 
Reds at Peiping would like the 
Communists of Yugoslavia in 
1948—split off from Russia and 
become antagonistic to Moscow’s 
dictates. One of the arguments 
sometimes evolved by Britain’s 
diplomats for British acceptance 
of Red China is that Britain 
thereby gets an opportunity to 
exploit any tendencies to the 
Sino-Soviet break which might 
develop. American officials think 
this is phony reasoning. : 

Many experts here speculate 
that in the long run—perhaps 
in 50 or 100 ye ese 
terests in native ind2pendence 
and long traditions will bring 
about the real split between 
China and the Soviet Union. But 
they do not believe that this is 
anything which outside nations 
can substantially influence, And 
they do not believe that this 
provides a practical basis for 
making policies. However en- 
ticing it may be as speculati 
and-hope for the future. 

Policy ‘Under Roosevelt. 

Under President Roosevelt 
the United States decided that 
China must be treated as a great 
power and expected that it 
would be a friendly power. But 
apart from this official policy 
position there were grave mis-

A Sept. 3 editorial in the 
Tientsin newspaper Ta Kung Pao 
asserted Japan must choose be- 
tween freedom and slavery, that 
is, between “remaining a cat's 
paw” of the United States or 
achieving a “peaceful co-exist- 
ence with other Asian countries 
free of United:. States control.” 
Japan’s economic crisis was 
blamed on “American monopo- 
listic capital.”

June 22 to the National Editorial

N judicial history, a few 
criminal trials stand out be- 

cause they dramatize the 
dominant issues of their age. 
Among these must certainly 
be numbered the Dreyfus and 
Sacco-Vanszetti cases. And the 
trial of Joe Hill, held in Utah 
in 1914, also has certain claims 
to a place on the list. 

The largely unknown Hill 
case bears a striking resem- 
blance to the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case. In both, the defendants 
were uneducated working men, 
but men with a great deal of 
simple eloquence. In both the 
men were tried for murders 
they almost certainly did not 
commit, but were convicted for 
quite different reasons—their 
radical political beliefs. Both 
cases aroused much the same 
international protest and in 
both the defendants after 
their death came to symbolize 
to many the things they had 
fought for while alive. 

But Hill differs from Sacco 
and Vanzetti in one important 
respect. The cobbler and the 
fishmonger from Massachu- 
setts were obscure anarchists; 
Hill was for years one of the 
most important leaders of the 
western Wobblies, the Inter- 
national Workers of the 
World. His songs, many of 
which are now part of this 
country’s folk music, were 
sung by the Wobblies long 
after his death.

N CHINA AND JAPAN the United States is up 
against circumstances distasteful to many Amer- 
icans. The big fact is the emergence of China 

as a world power. China is one-third larger than 


the United States and has three times as many 


people, most of whom work from dawn to dark.

The Communist government is ac- 
cepted as a reality by all the major nations of the 
world except the United States which, almost alone, 
sup the refugee semi-police state of Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek on the little island of For- 
mosa.

HERE is no doubt that 
Caesar’s style is all his own. 
Up to now he’s been a show 

business “knockout,” good 

enough to earn a reputed salary 
of $25,000 a week, although he 
refuses to say how much he 
draws down, (“I make enough 
to get by. The Government 
takes a big chunk.”) 
He has demonstrated that he 
can throw TV audiences into

is handy with the saxophone, 
the clarinet and the oboe. He 
has a. voice that can imitate 
any sound imaginable. Many 
people think his pantomime is 
as good as Charlie Chaplin’s 
ever was. 

By an extraordinary use of 
his vocal muscles and without 
the use of props, he has imitated 
just about everything there is. 
He is regarded as the greatest 
master of invisible props in 
show business. On stage he can 
pretend to put on a coat and, 
viewers can almost sense wheth- 
er it’s raglan or a Chesterfield,

flannel. He can portray a group 
of characters without any other 
actor’s presence on the stage. 
You visualize other characters as 
Sid talks. 

He is equally adept at por- 

traying a woman arising in the 
morning, a dog, a frock-coated 
German professor, a boxer 
named Steve, a Russian miner, 
a perfume salesman, a Texas 
cowboy named Slim, a French 
general—or a chewing gum ma- 
chine. 
- He can imitate a husband who 
has just had a fight’ with his 
wife and culdeuie thinks of 
things he should have said.

He can be a punch- 
ing bag, a dial telephone, an 
infantry battle, a cattle stam- 
pede, or a pin-ball. 

He can imitate an entire

colonel, an American pilot (“he’s 
always smiling’), two German 
pilots (“they’re always scowl- 
ing”), six airplanes and 12 sets 
of machine ‘guns. —

The corporation 
has opened a sumptuous office 
in mid-Manhattan. There Caeser 
is meeting almost daily with 
actors, writers and musicians, 
working up new ideas and lining 
up future shows, The busiest, 
hardest working man in the 

place is Sid himself. 


Caesar said he gets ideas for 
sketches by attending the movies 
and reading non-fiction. He is 
now reading the Life of Freud, 
and has just finished reading 
Emil Ludwig’s “Life of Na- 
poleon.” 


“You can take ‘Napoleonie -

CAIRO, Sept. 11 (AP)—That 
famous “solar boat” may cause 
a mountain to be moved. 

Its discovery last May raised 
some startling questions: 

What other secrets of ancient 
Egypt lie within the shadow of 
the Grand Pyramid? 

Are there other objects, buried 
in the same ground, which will 
throw some light on the people 
who lived there 5000 years ago? 

To find the answers, lo- 
gists are seriously considering a 
vast program of re-excavation of 
the whole area. There is a cer- 
tain amount of frony in this. 

Recky Plateau, 

The rocky Gizeh plateau near 
Cairo, where the boat was found, 
is one of the most worked-over 
archeological sites in the world. 
For 75 years, Egyptologists have 
been probing and sifting, bur- 
rowing into the myriad tombs of 
the princes, nobles, scribes and 

enerals. They literally have 

n over this ground with a 
fine-tooth comb. 

Yet, the “solar boat” 
found in the middle of it. 


This is why there is talk of 
re-excavating. Gizeh, moving a 
whole hard-rock plateau, The 
cost would be fantastic. And 
there would be danger of heaping 
tons of sand and rock on other 
important objects that may lie 
under the desert. Nevertheless, 
the Egyptologists hope to do it. 

First, however, they are itch- 
ing to get close to the boat. It 
has not yet been examined at 
close range. The intensely hot 
Egyptian summer normally sus- 
pends digging operations until 
the late fall. 


Archeologists wonder whether 
it is a genuine “solar boat” or 
an ordinary river craft, one of 
several that rode down the Nile 
in the funeral procession of the 
great King Cheops. 

They wonder what lies be- 
neath the decks? A papyrus 
that will help fill in the story 
of one of history’s mightiest 
monarchs? Figurines of the an- 
cient gods? Household articles? 

What to do with it now? At- 
tempt the delicate, nerve-wrack- 
ing task of lifting it from the 
rock chamber where it rests? Or 
build a glass “room” around it, 
to control the temperature and 
at the same time make it visible 
to tourists? 

Is another boat, “sailing” in 
the opposite direction, buried 
near this one? Whence came the 
wood from which the boat was 
built? Egypt has no forests now.

Thus, some kind of craft, fre- 
quently merely symbolic, was 
buried near or in his tomb. 


The one found last May is no 
mere symbol. It is more than 50 
feet long and beautifully made. 
The planks in the deck are 
smooth and closely fitted as a 
fine hardwood floor. 


Zaaki Iskander, chief chemist 
of the Egyptian Department of 
Antiquities, said the first task in 
examing the boat is to clear 
away the light dust and debris 
from the deck. He said he may 
do it with a fine stream of air. 


Then, he said, he will try to 
determine the condition of the 
wood and whether preservative 
chemicals can be applied. These 
findings, in turn, will determine 
whether the boat can be taken 
out of its chamber, or whether 
it should be left there in a glass 
“room.” 

Next will come the search for 
objects, if any, left in the boat. 

Conceivably, they could be 
immensely more important than 
the boat itself. 

Comparatively little is known 
about the period when Cheops 
was ruling Egypt. If anything 
in the boat adds to the knowl- 
edge of this remote era, it will 

an’ archeological event of 
the first order. 

Kamel El-Malakh is scheduled 
to come to America in October 
to lecture on it. So is Dr. 
Zakary Goneim, of the Depart- 
ment of Antiquities, who is 
working on what may develop 
into another major discovery.

It's really a sort of game that your whole 

family can play; the only rule is that every 
member must participate. The goal is financial inde- 
pendence and a knowledge of how to handle money 
for everyone—father, mother and children. 

Maybe you think this is taking a rather light 
view of money, which is one of the great sources 
of worry, fear and dissension in many homes. But 
my years on Wall Street and as “Woman's Dollar” 
consultant (and, incidentally, as a mother and grand- 
mother) have taught me that the secret of getting 
the most mileage out of your dollars is to make 
money a family matter. . 

First of all, have regular family “budget sessions” 
at which the financial facts are brought out and 
laid on the table. This doesn’t necessarily mean that 
little Johany and Mary should be told that Daddy 
earns exactly $327 a month and that $67 of that 
goes for the mortgage payment. There is no reason 
to tell children all the financial details when they're 
too young to understand. 
~ But I think it should be impressed upon them that 
the family purse isn’t bottomless—that only so much 
is available, that some of that must be spent for 
essentials and that, by mathematics, this leaves only 
so many dollars for other things.

family should outline his or her needs and the whole 
family discuss how to achieve them. Let’s say, some- 
time in October, Mary decides she needs a dress for 
the Christmas-holiday parties. The family takes up 
the questions: How much will it cost? Where will the 
money come from? Is Mary willing to give up movies 
for a few weeks to help get it? 

This could well be the pattern for many family 
goals. When the family wants a TV set or a new 
car, each member should contribute to the fund. The 
result will be greater enjoyment and a pride of 
ownership when the purchase is finally made. 

Saving for pleasant things, like cars or homes or 
even party dresses, can be fun. And since we're on 
the subject of savings—I mean money in the bank— 
it should be added that I don’t believe in “rainy-day 
money”; I think people should save for things they 
want, not just for emergencies. 

The idea of saving money should be instilled in 
your youngsters as early as possible. A good system 
is to make part of your family savings tangible. Try 
putting some money in a cookie jar or a piggy bank, 
so the children can watch it pile up.

All over the United States, mentally sick people 


are getting a new lease on life. Here’s how 
mental illness is conquered while the patient 


continues to work or live normally at home 


HE WOMAN FIDGETED nefvously as she sat 
before the psychiatrist. She was worried, de- 
pressed, couldn't sleep, couldn't eat.““I'm in a 
state of nervous exhaustion,” she said. She 

explained that she was afraid her two daughters 
would get married and “desert” her. Her husband, 
placid and easy-going, was a good father, she said, 
but he did not understand her. 

Now, sitting in the psychiatrist's office, she stam- 
mered and finally confessed that she saw no way out, 
no solution, except suicide. 

That scene actually took place two years ago: To- 
day the woman is happy, fulfilling her role as house- 
wife and mother. Her depression and other symptoms 
are gone. Perhaps the most startling aspect of her case 
is this: it took the psychiatrist just 12 hours (one hour 
a week for three months) to help the woman over- 
come her emotional suffering and return to happy, 
productive living. Over that period she told the psychi- 
atrist in detail why she was so unhappy. His guidance 
helped the woman understand her problem and ulti- 
mately conquer it. 

At no time was she confined to a mental hospital, 
nor did she pay the doctor a big fee. The woman was 
treated in an “outpatient psychiatric clinic”—while 
she lived at home and went about her daily business 
Her emotional illness was relieved before it flared out 
of control and caused serious injury to herself or her 
family. 

That case comes from the files of an outpatient 
clinic.in Boston, but it could have happened in dozens 
of cities throughout the U. S. For a virtual army of 
Americans, 200,000 to 250,000, are helped to solve 

. their emotional problems in outpatient clinics each 
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ually they have increased in number. Now, although 
still understaffed and underfinanced, clinics are among 
the most potent weapons in the nation's battle against 
mental iliness. Today, 74 per cent of all mental hospi- 
tals are overcrowded with more than 704,000 mental 
patients, — 

To ease this growing problem, public and private 
agencies have pushed for more outpatient clinics since 
the end of World War IL The National Institute of 
Mental Health (U. S. Public Health Service), recog- 
nizing that outpatient clinics can relieve untold human 
suffering and prevent hospitalization of some emo- 
tionally sick people, has helped set up 200 new clinics 
in the past six years. In addition, it has provided 
funds since 1948 to expand facilities of 200 clinics 
already operating. 

The husband and wife who are considering divorce, 
the teen-ager who cannot adjust to home or school 
conditions, the old person who feels lonely and de- 
jected because his children have grown up and left 
home—all have been helped to overcome their own par- 
ticular problems in outpatient clinics. 

How do such clinics work? The Southern California 
Society for Mental Hygiene, Los Angeles, puts it this 
way: “Clinic treatment of the emotionally ill pro- 
vides a valuable preventive service—relieving serious 
tensions, halting possible breakdowns and subsequent 
expensive hospital care. It enables men and women to 
continue their employment and daily responsibilities 
while receiving help with their personal problems.” 

In other words, the patient goes to the clinic once 
or twice a week for a half hour or an hour and receives 
an “emotional booster shot.” The hope is to cure him— 
or at least to arrest his symptoms. 

At Mt. Sinai Hospital, New York City, one doctor 
described the clinic’s function as providing a “willing 
ear” along with expert counseling to deal with all sorts 
of emotional conflicts. The “willing ear” approach, he 
said, has “carried” some patients as long as 15 years 
without need for hospitalization. 


Treatment and Results

Sometimes, a husband and wife are treated to- 
gether. A woman once showed up at the Clinic com- 
plaining that she felt she was worthless, that her life 
was a waste. She believed that women, somehow, were 
valueless. The doctor called in her husband and 
started seeing them together. For ‘18 months, husband 
and wife were seen once a week. Finally she began to 
understand the positive aspects of femininity. For the 
past 15 months, that woman has not been back to the 
Clinic. She has been able to find a new worthwhile 
place in life. 

Electric-shock therapy at the Southard Clinic has 
also helped a good many outpatients. A recent Clinic 
report published in the New England Journal of 
Medicine showed that 87 per cent of one group of 
outpatients benefited from shock therapy. 


A New Experiment — 
25-YEAR-OLD HOUSEWIFE who came to the Clinic 
complaining she was disturbed because “no- 
body liked me,” was helped considerably by a 
series of five shock treatments over a two-year period. 
A middle-aged landscape architect has been kept 


- free of depression and thus has avoided hospitalization 


through a series of shock treatments taken on an out- 
patient basis over a period*of six years. 


These encouraging results have led doctors at Bos- | 


ton Psychopathic to embark on an important experi- 
ment. They are giving electric shock on a “preventive” 
basis. Just as diabetics take insulin at regular intervals 
whether or not they have symptoms of the disease, so 
some carefully selected mental cases at the Clinic get 
shock treatment at regular intervals whether or not 
they have shown symptoms. The dim is to prevent 
breakdown. So far, doctors pointed out, the preventive 
shock therapy is showing good results. 

Perhaps the most striking feature of outpatient 
treatment in Boston, and throughout the U. S., re- 
volves around the question of prevention. Outpatient 
care can keep people out of our overcrowded mental

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hospitals before their illnesses become too serious. 
Testifying recently before a committee of Congress 


concerned with appropriations for the National Insti- 


tute of Mental Health, Dr. Leo H. Bartemeier, of 
Detroit, past president of the American Psychiatric 
Association, said: 

“If we train personnel and build up a network of 
early treatment centers in the community, as a ‘de- 
fense in depth’ for the chronic wards of the mental 
hospitals, the patient population can gradually but 
surely be reduced.” 

In one year alone, Boston Psychopathic’s outpatient 
clinic kept 175 patients out of mental hdspitals 
through clinic treatment. A five-year “pilot experience” 
at that hospital has convinced the staff that 35 per cent 
of current admissions to mental hospitals could suc- 
cessfully be treated in outpatient clinics and kept out 
of state hospitals altogether. Clinic treatment costs 
about one-fourth as much as hospital care. Thus, for 
those 175 outpatients alone, there was @ saving of 
more than $100,000 for the first year. 

The National Mental Health Committee in Wash- 
ington, D. C., points out that while outpatient services 
have expanded greatly in the past few years, there is a 
critical need for more facilities and personnel. In most 
clinics there is a waiting period of anywhere from two 
weeks to eight months. 

That is the story of outpatient mental clinics in the 
U. S. today. There are not enough of them, but those 
in operation (484 full-time, 670 part-time) provide 
one of the nation’s first lines of defense against human 

As one young psychiatrist at the Payne-Whitney 
Clinic in New York City said: “There aren’t many 
statistics in this field telling how many people show 
improvement each year as a result of outpatient care. 
All I know is this: A lot of unhappy souls walk 
through those doors. But when we see them a few 
months later, they're smiling.

LOWING LIKE A fresh mountain breeze 
through the tropical heat of South- 

east Asia these days is the awareness 

that there is a new kind of Asian 

leader. He is Ramén Magsaysay, 47-year-old 
president of the Republic of the Philippines. 

Magsaysay (pronounced Mag-SIGH-sigh), 
a big, restless man with a ready smile and an 
equally quick temper, is the U.S.’s most- out- 
spoken friend in the Orient. After waging 
successful war on the communists in his own 
country, he is taking a leading part in the 
effort to stem Communist conquest elsewhere 
as host to the current SEATO conference. 
Even in the face of some strong opposition at 
home, Magsaysay has flatly rejected “neutral- 
ism” or the concept of “Asia for the Asiatics.” 

Why? “Because of the enlightened nature 
of America’s rule over the Philippines and 
because of the many contributions made by 
the United States to our progress and ad- 
vancement,” Magsaysay told PARADE. 

~ “America’s colonization of the Philip- 
pines was not harsh or oppressive,” he said. 
“On the contrary, the United States trained 
our people in democratic government, built 
roads and schoolhouses in our country and 
tutored us in the ways of modern technology 
and medicine. What really crowned Amer- 
ica’s record in this country was when she 
relinquished her sovereignty over the Philip- 
pines in 1946, redeeming a solemn pledge she 
had made to our people and redeeming also 
the blood that Filipinos had shed with Amer- 
icans in the defense of common ideals and 
values during the last war.”

A former guerrilla leader, he is com- 
pletely undaunted by personal risks, Last 
spring he walked away laughing from the 
wreckage of a Philippines Airline plane 
which overshot the runway and sawed off 
a tree with one wing while he was aboard. 


Pistol-Packing President 


HE PRESIDENT'S fearlessness is frequently 

a headache to his aides. He seldom waits 

for them to assemble a proper guard to 
accompany him, since he evidently consid- 
ers the sawed-off .32 he carries in his pocket 
protection enough. He keeps his shooting eye 
sharp by banging away at coconuts, light 
bulbs and empty beer bottles tossed over the 
side of the presidential yacht, Pagasa. 

A good deal of Magsaysay’s activity has 
been stimulated by a brand-new office he 
established in the executive wing of Mala- 
canang, the Philippine “White House.” This 
is the Presidential Complaints and Action 
Committee. Daily there are lines of humble 
people, some of them without shoes, waiting 
on the palace veranda to register complaints 
in person. Those who cannot come are en- 
couraged to file a 10-word telegram free of 
charge. Three teletypes are constantly chat- 
tering with these messages. A typical one: 
“LAND, CARABAO STOLEN. JOSE —” 

On one occasion a tenant complained that 
his landlord was unlawfully evicting him. 
President Magsaysay broke up an important 
conference, drove nearly 100 miles to a 
country town and personally took charge of 
the case. The landlord, who had contributed 
to Magsaysay’s campaign fund, was sen- 
tenced to two months in jail. 

Another time a provincial mayor came to 
see the president. When he found Magsaysay 
was not available, he filed the following com- 


- plaint: “It is easier for a camel to go through 


the eye of a needle than to see the president.” 
Magsaysay responded by driving out to see 
the mayor. The president had to cool his 
heels for an hour while he waited for the 


seriously, trying to see that they are ironed 
out by the proper government agencies. 
“We're open 24 hours a day,” said Manuel 
Manahan, commissioner of Complaints and 
Action. “One Sunday we closed up for an 
afternoon off, and somebody filed a com- 
plaint that they couldn’t complain.”

This College Has 


a New ‘Team’—God’s 


At Westminster, campus heroes are preachers, too 


SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH 
HIS morning, as on every Sunday 
morning in recent months, something 
is happening in the Utah mountains 
around here. It starts when an un- 
familiar car whines up the road to a small, 
sleepy village and stops at the church. 

Out step five or six college-age boys and 
girls. In the church they set to work. 

One puts on a preacher’s robe and ar- 
ranges sermon notes on the pulpit. Another 
walks to the pump-organ and fiddles with the 
stops. A third picks up a hymnal and prac- 
tices a solo to test the acoustics of the place. 
A fourth rounds up the Sunday School texts 


and pictures. A fifth dusts the pews. Finally, 
one or another tolls the steeple bell. 

Responding to that urgent call, the pa- 
rishioners—seldom more than a dozen or so, 
in these mountain towns — begin to gather. 
They find the young “preacher” smiling on 
the church steps, the frame building behind 
him throbbing with hymn music, everything 
just right for the service. 

Utah’s rural folk are getting to know these 
youngsters well. They’te students from Salt 
Lake: City’s Westminster College who vol- 


unteer to fill in for regular ministers or help .

Miners 
at Park City, farmers in Milford, even 
uranium prospectors of boomtown Marys- 
vale have come to listen and to pray. 

Many a mountain church would skip 
many a Sunday without the SCA Teams. 
“It makes me feel it’s worthwhile coming 
here and trying to maintain this small con- 
gregation,” says Mrs. Rita Redlings, of tiny 
Tremonton’s Methodist-Community Chugch. 

Started only last year, Westminster's serv- 
ice teams have already become a legend in 
the high hills. “It never matters what church 
you belong to,” claim the churchgoers. “A 
Team will come with the right service.” 

There’s logic in that. Westminster, founded 
in 1875 under the auspices of the First Pres- 
byterian Church and now interdenomina- 
tional, has a student body that is 20 per cent 
Mormon, 20 per cent Presbyterian and the 
rest spread through almost all the other 
Protestant sects. 

The SCA Teams were born with the bless- 
ing of Pres. J. Richard Palmer, a Methodist, 
and Prof. Joseph Uemura, a Methodist 
minister who teaches Religion and Philoso- 
phy. From a small group of pioneers they've 


grown to 57 members — a sizable chunk of’ 


Westminster’s 400-student enrollment. 

Far from being “grinds” or “missionaries” 
“(only 14 of the 57 are readying for the min- 
istry), they include members of the varsity 
teams, campus. beauties like Laura Morris 
(opposite page), student-government leaders. 

Under Prof. Uemura’s —— they all 
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chaperon) and reach their goal by church 
time. If time allows, they often stop over en 
route to teach Bible classes or organize 
church. sports activities and Fellowship 
groups. 

Serving in the Teams helps give them a far 
wider knowledge of each other’s churches 
than they would ordinarily get in a lifetime. 
Once, Laura — an 18-year-old Presbyterian — 
fluffed the Methodist version of the Lord’s 
Prayer. She started to say, “Forgive us our 
debts . . .” (Presbyterian), caught herself in 
time to say “Forgive us our trespasses . . .” 

There’s humble but visible proof of the 
good they do. At Corinne (pop. 400), they 
increased the nondenominational congrega- 
tion from 6 to 15. “Over 100 per cent!” one 
student grins. “Yea, Team!”

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By understanding their children’s behavior,

behave both socially and at work—for 
they know that easy acceptance by others 
is one key to getting ahead in life. in 
this field of modern etiquette, Amy Vander- 
bilt is an acknowledged authority.

EENAGERS, ESPECIALLY those of 
fee: difficult era, frighten their 

parents. But they frighten them- 
selves just as much — because, for all 
their bravado, they go through this 
familiar period of change with very 
apparent anxiety. 

When it comes to behavior, every 
teenager is sure he is a special case. 
And, in some ways, he is. 

The teenager is discovering what it 
really means to think, to feel, to suffer, 
to develop in drainatic ways physically. 
He suddenly finds that what people 
think of him is very important indeed. 
But because the changes he is going 
through are so embarrassingly appa- 
rent, he pretends a sophistication he 
does not really feel. 

That is a major reason why man- 


agers do weil to remember that, at 
home, the adolescent needs to be under 
a minimum of pressure. He is. no 
longer, normally, the bright and out- 
going child he was. He may be moody, 
contentious, excessively active or de- 
pressed in rapid succession. Expecting 
perfect manners from him at home, 
under all these conditions, may well 
drive him to less restrictive areas. 
Actually, the manners of a teen- 
ager’s family toward him are more im- 
portant than his toward them. If family 
attitudes and behavior remain constant, 
if the home can survive the teenager's 
often difficult carryings-on, he will 
grow in time to be as acceptable, so- 
cially, as the surroundings that pro- 
duced him. | 
Here is a checklist for parents on 
how to behave toward their teenagers: 
@ Make requests quietly, as if sure 
they will be followed. 
@ Give the teenager advance warning 


‘ -of what he is expected to do. 


@ Sandwich any criticism between 
two layers of praise. Praise, however 
slight, is balm to this anxious age. 

@ Talk to the teenager—and think of 
him—as another interesting adult. 

@ Avoid sarcasm in discussing his de- 
ficiencies.

10,000 Years Old— 
Still Going Strong 


Arizona Indian tribe dates back to 8000 B.C. 


TUCSON, ARIZ. 

T ISN’T likely that Juan Norris ever 

brags about his pure American 

ancestry, but there are plenty of 

scientific facts to back him up. 

For example, it’s a fact that Juan’s 

ancestors hunted mammoths in Ari- 
zona 10,000 years ago. 

Juan (see photo above right) is a 
Papago Indian who lives with his wife 
and child on the Papago Reservation, 
west of here. Studies made by Dr. Emil 
W. Haury, head of the University of 
Arizona’s‘department of Anthropology, 
indicate that the Papago are “direct 
descendants” of the ancient Indians 


had been killed by prehistoric hunters. 

On such evidence, scientists like 
Dr. Haury have pieced together a pic- 
ture of the life and customs of the 
earliest Americans. 

Their No. | source is Ventana Cave, 
on the Papago Reservation, which has 
been called “the biggest garbage pile in 
North America.” Ventana goes back 
approximately to 8000 B.C., the time 
of the “Hohokam” Indians. Remains 
give evidence of 10,000 years of con- 
tinuous civilization, the longest cul- 
tural history known in our country. 

But these ancients played hide-and- 
seek with destiny. From about 8000 
B.C., their history is uninterrupted un- 
til about 1400 A.D. Then, strangely, 
they disappear for two centuries. 

“Around 1600 A.D.,” says Dr. 
Haury, “we pick up these people again 
as Pima and Papago Indians—accord- 
ing to records left by the Spanish con- 
querors. We infer they were descend- 
ants of the Hohokam.” 


Time Marches On 
HE HisToRY of these Indians is a 
fascinating chapter in the history 
of mankind. In 8000 B.C. they 
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MEMBER of the Papago tribe, Juan Norris, is shown with wife and child at 
his home. His ancestry has been traced in a direct line back to 8000 B.C. 


lar achievement: the canal ‘systems of 
the Salt River and Gila River valleys. 
Built around 700 A.D., some of these 
canals were 60 feet wide, 8 feet deep, 
20 miles long. And the Indians dug 
every foot of them with primitive stone 
hoes and sharpened sticks. 

Says Dr. Haury: “There are evi- 
dences that the Indians may have irri- 
gated 200,000 acres in the Salt River 
valley (near Phoenix) alone, to raise 
maize, beans, squash and cotton. The 
canals were so efficiently constructed 
that parts of them were used by Mor- 
mon settlers in the 1870s.” 

The Hohokam culture reached its 


peak about 1000 A.D., then began to 
disintegrate. Around 1400, the tribe 
vanished without a trace. When it re- 
appeared 200 years later as Pimas and 
Papagos, living in a sort of communal 
pattern in widely scattered villages, 
that pattern was to persist up to the 
Papago villages of today. | 

Like their ancestors, these_ Indians 
are good farmers. Instead of stone hoes 
and sticks they are using tractors and 
modern machinery. 

“These descendants of our ancient 
citizens,” say Dr. Haury, “are working 
out their own destiny. And that is the 
way it should be.” oa
